Budgets Differ 
In Wisconsin for 
Mothers* Pensions 


Appropriations R a n g e 


From 14 Cents Per 


Person to $1.91 


The 1932 budgets of Wisconsin 


counties show widely divergent per 
capita appropriations for mothers' 
pensions or aid for dependent" chil- 
dren,, according -to information ob- 
tained in a study of 
forty-eight 


county budgets just completed by 
the Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance. 


Green Lake County appropriated 


only $2,000 for this purpose. This 
represents 14 
cents per 
person 


based on the 1930 population sta- 
tistics for that county. Iron coun- 
ty, however, appropriated $19,000, 
or $1.91 per person. The question 
naturally arises "whether this dif- 
ference is due entirely to a legit- 
imate application 
of the law or 


whether it is due to either an over 
extension or under extension of the 
provisions of the law." 


Green Lake County not only had 


the lowest per capita expenditure 
for this purpose, but its appropria- 
tion of $2,000 was the 
smallest 


amount appropriated by any of the 
forty-eight counties studied. Brown 
County led with a total appropria- 
tion of $90,OQO, or $1.28 per capita. 


Fourteen of the counties studied 


appropriated between 
40 and 60 


cents per capita, while twenty-sev- 
en appropriated over 60 cents per 
capita. The study 
indicates that 


those paying over $1.10 per capita 
are entirely out of line unless cer- 
tain local 
conditions justify 
the 
larger expenditure. 


If those paying more than $1.10 


per capita are actually out of line, 


it is estimated that a 
saving of 


$100,000 might be effected to Wis- 
consin taxpayers by a proper ad- 
justment. It must be remembered 
that this saving would be purely 
local, as the state aid available has 
dropped from 60 per cent of the 
total expenditures for this purpose 
when the law was offered to coun- 
ties for acceptance in 1913 down to 
less than 2 per cent in 1931. 


Continuing, the Alliance says: 


"The difficulty with mose social 
aids lies in the administration 
rather than in the project 
itself. 


After the adoption of aid is ac- 
cepted by a government unit, those 
applying are often in the first in- 
stance carefully 
investigated and 


those who are worthy are awarded 
assistance. Lack of sufficient fol- 
low-up inspection, however, retains 
individuals on many pension and 
relief lists long after they should 
have been removed 
and after all 


necessity 
for the 
aid has 
been 


eliminated." 


"It may be that the difference in 


per capita 
amounts appropriated 


toy the various counties is due to 
the condition above outlined, or it 
may result from other causes of a 
more or less similar nature. Careful

Athens, Greece—(3>-Samuel In- 


sull left the capital today accom- 
panied by 19 members of the Gre- 
co-American league lor a luncheon 
at Sunion. 


The 
former 
Chicago utilities 


magnate, who is under indictment 
in Chicago for larceny and embez- 
zlement in connection with the re- 
ceivership of his companies, was 
accompanied by a bodyguard. 


The precution was taken by po- 


lice at the request of Insull, who 
recalled his recent 
announcement 


that he had rumors attempts would 
be made to kidnap him to facili- 
tate his removal to the 
United 


States. 


The Insull party went to Sunion 
in five automobiles. It was stated 
the luncheon was not given official- 
ly by the league but only by some 
members who have been assisted 
by Insull in the United States. 
League officials acted as hosts. 


"We are only performing our hu- 
manitarian duty to an unfortunate 
man, who according to Greek and 
American traditions of hospitality, 
ought to be befriended during his 
misfortune regardless of legal or 
political " considerations," 
an an- 


nouncement said. 
M. Veremis, the electrical engi- 


neer who organized the excursion, 
proposed a toast at the Sunion 
luncheon to Insull's health. Lifting 
his glass, he said, "I salute a mem- 
ber of the great American family 
of Insull."Worked for Insull 
Veremis told how he had worked 


for the Insull companies in Chica- 
go and saw how "Insull protected 
his workmen, but despite his gen- 
ius 
could not 
ward 
off from 


America the universal crisis." 
•"Nevertheless," Veremis -contin- 


ued, "the storm will pass and In- 
sull will work again for the good 
of the American people. 
"All the' Greek people are with 
you (turning to Insull) and if-you 
ever leave us we shall be very 
happy if we learn that your stay in 
our native land was a pleasant 
holiday with pleasant memories." 


One of the older members joked 


with Insull about their 
fortunes. 
Insull replied he was now poorer 
than anybody there. "I am willing 
to divide my fortune with you," the 
member 
responded. 
"But I have 


only my debts to divide," 'Insull 
answered. 
Replying to a toast, Insull said 


he appreciated the hospitality of 
Athens and the 
Greek-American 


league and expressed his pleasure 
in meeting persons who had work- 
ed in his organizations in Chicago. 


The luncheon party returned to 


Athens apparently highly pleased 
with the outing.

Chicago—CSV-An alleged discrep- 


ancy of $3,407,602 in the records of 
the Corporation 
Securities com- 


pany, bankrupt Insull 
investment 
trust, was being investigated today 
by attorneys for the receivers. 
The error, the 
attorneys 
said, 


might have occurred 
from faulty 


bookkeeping. 
An abstract 
of the company's 


books, prepared by former officials, 
showed, 
the attorneys 
said, the 


company received $37,111,650 after 
its organizataion in 1920 from the 
sale of its stock. 
In a sworn statement, filed three 


months later in the Illinois secre- 
tary of state, 
the company was 
shown as having received $33,704,- 
048, a difference of $3,407,602. 
It was regarded as likely by the 


attorneys that the discrepancy oc- 
curred in the following manner: 
-In setting up the capital structure 
originally officials may have over- 
looked an incumbrance of approxi- 
mately $3,500,000 on portfolio stock 
contributed by Halsey, Stuart and 
Company, one of the organizers of 
the trust. Then, when 
the sworn 
statement of receipts was prepared 
for filing with 
the 
secretary of 


state, accounting was made of the 
incumbrance. 


New York—OT—Five world pow- 


ers—the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Russia and Japan— 
were breaking trial today -toward 
new alignments intended to pro- 
mote peace and security. 


As reflected in. Associated Press 
dispatches from1 several capitals, 
their activity'also introduced three 
powerful factors into the interna- 
tional problem. These factors were: 


1. Improved 
relations 
between 
Russia and Japan despite" the 
troubulous Manchuria that lies be- 
tween them. 
2. The proximity of a treaty of 


non-aggression between France-and 
Russia stipulating-that France will' 
give no aid to a country attacking 
Russia, "and vice versa. 


3. Apparent Anglo-American un-

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Officers Pursue 


Michigan Bandits 


Reading State Bank Rob- 


hed of More Than $ 


000 by Gunmen 


Hilldale, Mich.—UP)— State police 


and sheriff's officers pursued into 
northern 
Inuiana four or five 


bandits 
who obtained between 


$8,000 and $10,000 in a holdup of the 
Reading State bank at Reading near 
here today. 


Three of the bandits, armed with 
tear gas bombs and a submachine 
gun, entered the bank an hour and 
a half after it opened this morning, 
ordered the cashier, two employes 
and a customer into a rear room, 
and looted the place of all the cur- 
rency in the vault. They escaped in 
an automobile, closely pursued by 
one of the employes. No shots were 
fired. 


Half an hour later officials here 


were advised that the bandit car, 
closely pursued, had passed through 
Ray, Ind., 15 miles south of Read- 
ing. Witnesses said either four or 
five men were in the car.

ing throng last night to hear Alfred 
E. Smith urge upon them the "un- 
qualified, full and complete support 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt." 
He called for the election of Gov. 
Roosevelt in the opening sentences 
of his speech, and again, just be- 
fore he closed, he said: "The salva- 
tion of the country in this crisis . 
. lies in the success of the. Demo- 
cratic ticket under the leadership 
of Frank Roosevelt and John Gar- 
ner." 
The crowd of 15,000 in the Bos- 
ton arena vigorously applauded his 
criticisms of President. Hoover and 
his attacks on administration poli- 
cies. It laughed as he greeted with 
"suspicion" the "solicitude of Sen- 
ator Moses" after his (Smith's) de- 
feat at the Chicago convention. 
Smith said he felt he had come 
"home," that his audience 
was 
"sitting around his table," and he 
said he was going "to be pretty 
frank.'1 


"I was not satisfied with thai 
Chicago convention," he said. "And 
I know that you were not satisfied 
with it. But listen, we'll settle these 
troubles in. our party. We don'1 
want any advice, and above every- 
thing else we want no 
sympathy 


from Senator Moses or his Repub- 
lican cohorts."

Referring to what he termed "ad- 
ministration failures," Smith said: 
"H L was to be asked tonigh' 
what in my opinion was the great- 
est failure of the existing admin- 
istration, I would be impelled to 
say that they left the people of this 
country entirely in the dark with 
regard to the all important function 
of government—the final 
adjust' 
ment Of our financial condition 
There is no doubt that they will be 
able to explain it, but the explana- 
tion was not in their favor, and r' 
was therefore withheld." 
The crowd roared its mightiest as 


he said: 
"Every successful and progres 


sive president of the United States 
during my time has been a former 
governor 
of a state—Cleveland 


Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow Wil 
son, Calvin Coolidge." 
And even as they roared, a few 
boos were heard at the mention o: 
Coolidge's name. Smith 
frowned 
and shouted: 


"Can that, can that—I'm talking 


of successful presidents." 


Of President Hoover, Smith said 
"The trouble is that he lacks th 
power of leadership, even over th 
members of his own party, 
anc 
what is more he lacks the power to 
appeal to the people themselves." 


Bonus Army Expulsion 
Smith spoke of the bonus arms 
incident in Washington and said th 
president 
should have explainec 


the situation of the finances of the 
country with respect to the claim; 
the bonus army members wen 
making. 
"Instead," he said, "they 
(thi 


bonus "army members) were en 
couraged to remain in Washington 
until sanitary conditions becam 
so bad they had to be driven awaj 
from Washington by armed force 
of the United States and the secre 
tary of war went out trying to ex 
plain why it should 
have 
been 
done." 


He blamed Senator Borah 
fo 
"President Hoover's big rnistak. 
an extraordinary session for farm 
relief," and be attacked the for 
eign policy of the administration. 
"The higher administrative of 


ficers in Washington," he said 
"constantly refer to the plight o 
our neighbors abroad-—and 
•when 


they were sinking and called for 
life preserver the national admin 
istration threw them an anchor." 


He lingered in Boston this morn 
ing and was scheduled to leave a 
noon for Albany.

Foochow, China—(3>—Miss Leona 


Burr, a Congregationalist mission- 
ary from South 
Dakota, arrived 


here today in a motorboat with two 
other missionaries 
after a nerve- 


racking trip of 200 miles to escape 
a horde of Chinese Communist ban- 
dits. 
Miss Burr was 
stationed at the 


Shaowu mission 
beyond the head- 


waters of the Min river 200 miles 
northwest of here. The 
bandits, 
larried from the rear by provincial 
troops from Kiangsi, threatened the 
mission and she fled alone. 


For 50 miles she traveled by her- 


self through a bandit-invested re- 
gion until she encountered Dr. Ed- 
ward 
Bliss, another 
American 


Congregationalist. Dr. Bliss had ac- 
quired a motorboat and was making 
for Foochow with 
an Australian 


missionary. They 
took Miss Burr 


aboard. 


Eventually they reached Yenping, 


after which their trip was virtually 
uneventful, 
but the Min river 


country behind them was swarming 
with bandits, kidnaping whomever 
they laid their hands upon. 


Miss Burr said the northwestern 
part of Fukien province was over- 
run by Communists who- were loop- 
ing towns. She did not' knoro^f 
whereabouts of other '- American 
and British niissionaries in the" dan- 
ger zone. She had no opportunity to 
investigate their welfare, she said, 
for in her plight she was just ahead 
of the bandits' 
advance. She as- 


sumed, however, that they were all 
trying to escape.

'The boys have stuck to their 


story of the actual shooting, but 
are rather vague and 
uncertain 


about details," the prosecutor said. 
'I'm not convinced it was all im- 
agination." 


A party, including the 
district 


attorney, Undersheriff Phil Hoffman 
and Coroner 
Harvey Stubenvoll, 


with the boys as their guides, made 
a thorough search of the wooded 
lowlands near "the Embarrass river 
\vhere the boys 
said Angerman, 


shot in the head, fell between two 
knolls and was covered with leaves. 


When taken into custody Wed- 


nesday, the boys were driving a 
stolen automobile which has been 
returned to the owner, a farmer, 
the prosecutor said. During ques- 
tioning regarding ownership of the 
automobile they told of the shoot- 
ing. The older brother said he shot 
Angerman 
because 
the farmer 


shook Joseph and ordered them ofl 
his property. 


District Attorney Cattau said the 


children's parents have not been 
found. The father, they said, de- 
serted them several 
months ago 


.and the mother, 
authorities said 
lias since disappeared. The family 
had lived in a small shack near 
Wittenberg.

whitewashed of World war guilt 
and described today as the only na- 
tion which is following a program 
of disarmament by Dr. Julius Cur- 
tius, former German foreign minis- 
ter. 


Speaking 
before 
the 
Chicago 


Council on Foreign Relations, Dr. 
Curtius said historians have declar- 
ed the 
Slavonians, 
including the 


Serbians and Russians, 
were the 


v ar aggressors. 


As for disarmament, Dr. Curtius 


declared that Germany, after ful- 
filling the conditions for disarma- 
ment laid down by the allies has 
waited for 14 years in vain for other 
nations to follow as promised. 


"The 
mam cause for such delay 


is to be found in the opposition 
•which a group of powers, led by 
France, set up against the Anglo- 
Saxon principle of 
safeguarding 


peace by disarmament," he declar- 
ed. "They reversed the relations be- 
tween meano and end and declared 
that security was a prime essential 
for disarmament. 


"This security doctrine has dom- 


inated the policy of the league of 
nations for years." 


Answering the French, who he 


said demand security upon fear of 
German 
aggression, 
the 
former 


German minister placed the blame 
for early Franco-German wars di- 
rectly upon the shoulders of the 
war lords of Pans. Tne inarch of 
allied 
German, Austrian, Russian 


and English armies into France in 
1814-1315 
was caused by the at- 


tempts of the first Napoleon to lule 
all Europe, he said.

extradition of Harold Ross of Du 
luth, to Wisconsin in

with a bank robbery case, was up- 
held today by the Minnesota State 
Supreme court. 


Ross is wanted for alleged com- 


plicity in the robbery of the Bank 
of Cameron at Cameron, Wis, last 
July 25. Gov. F. B. Olson granted 
the request of Wisconsin for Ross' 
extradition. Ross contended he was 
at Duluth on the day of the rob- 
bery and sought his release on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 


The supreme court, in upholding 


the district court, held that 
the 


governor's rendition warrant cre- 
ates "a presumption that the ac- 
cused is a fugitive from justice." 


"To entitle a prisoner held under 


such a warrant 
to discharge on 


habeas corpus, the evidence must be 
clear and satisfactory that he was 
not in the demanding state at the 
time the alleged crime was com- 
mitted," the supreme court said. 
"Where the evidence is conflicting 
and not clear and satisfactory as 
to such absence, the writ of habeas 
corpus will be discharged."

slide. The Smith vote of 1928 plus 
the turnover of Republican votes as 
indicated in the Maine election and 
in the straw ballots would insure 
an easy Democratic victory. 


Now the disaffection of the Smith 


Democrats is due, of course, to re- 
sentment at the refusal of the Chi- 
cago Convention to nominate Smith 
and at the stupid factionalism with 
which Messrs. Raskob, Shouse and 
Smith were manhandled. Mr. Smith 
himself felt that resentment and has 
not concealed it, and while it is 
impossible to say that all his fol- 
lowers would have-returned to the 
fold if he had accepted the result 
with good grace, it is clear that in 
displaying his resentment he en- 
couraged the disaffection of his fol- 
lowers. 
The Republican managers have 


not failed to exploit the situation, 
and we have had the spectacle of 
Senator Moses, who was a principal 
actor in 1928 against Smith, weep- 
ing crocodile tears this year over 
the way Smith was treated at Chi- 
cago. I do not know how much Al 
Smith would have minded this if it 
had simply hurt the Roosevelt-Gar- 
ner ticket, but when it threatened 
to hurt friends of his like Governor 
Ely of Massachusetts, Colonel Leh- 
man in New York and the Hague 
candidates in New Jersey it was 
plain that ordinary political loyalty 
demanded that he do something to 
persuade his followers not to injure 
his friends. What more effective 
weapon could he have chosen than 
to remind them that what happened 
at the Democratic Convention was 
not a patch on what happened in 
1928?

While this explains the speech, it 


does not, I think, justify it. It ex- 
plains, for example, what Senator 
Borah has apparently not under- 
stood, that the fierceness of the as- 
sault upon the prohibitionists arises 
out of the fact that in "1928 prohibi- 
tion was used-in many quarters as 
a mask for religious bigotry. But it 
does not justify Al Smith's descrip- 
tion of all drys as hypocrites and 
bigots. It explains why he indulged 
his resentments, 
but it does not 


justify the wholesale character of 
his" indictment of the Republican 
party. 


Above all the speech had the fatal 


defect of being itself intolerant in 
temper and that raises an objection 
to it which transcends all ordinary 
political considerations. Destiny has 
made Al Smith the incarnate sym- 
bol of religious liberty in America. 
On him converge passions and loy- 
alties of such force that, if they are 
not wisely guarded, tney will tear 
apart here, as they have in the past 
and in other lands, the bonds of the 
community. It is not Al Smith's 
privilege to cultivate resentment. 
The self-indulgence of a private 
person is not for him. His part is to 
stand fearlessly under attack and to 
defy it by an imperturbable mag- 
nanimity, and to exemplify that tol- 
erance which has been denied to 
him. 


That is the only way in which im- 
ponderable prejudice, as distinct 
from privilege entrenched in insti- 
tutions, can be defeated in a society 
of free men. The professional agita- 
tors of grievances, the persistent 
exhibitors of their wounds, the con- 
stant 
bidders for sympathy, 
in- 


variably defeat themselves. 
They 


betray their weakness and they in- 
vite attack. They convert their 
cause into a nuisance and a bore, 
and they do no good to any one, 
least of all to themselves.

OF DEMAGOGUE 


The official newspaper of the LaFol- 


lette faction declares that it will make 
"short work in explaining why it cannot 
support Mr. Chappie." 


The short work is contained in this 


characterization of him: 


"He is the worst demagogue that has 
appeared on, the Wisconsin political 
horizon in a generation. His whole 
political inventory centers around a 
dangerous appeal to bigotry and intol- 
erance. 
"He has conducted a deliberate cam- 
paign of exploiting the basest preju- 
dices and passions of our people. If • 
men of his type can be elevated to 
the halls of the United States senate 
then we are on dangerous paths in 
this country." 
No one will be so bold as to deny 


that newspaper's peculiar position of ad- 
vantage in singling out a man for the 
title of demagogue. It has certainly seen 
enough of them to know one. Indeed it 
has had a special experience and training 
in that particular direction, and when it 
places the shining crown upon Mr. Chap- 
pie's head it is a gesture 
worthy of 


thought and reflection, albeit that jour- 
nal has shown an ease and aptitude in 
flinging epithets that cannot be wholly 
ignored. Although its columns have or- • 
dinarily been devoted to defending its 
followers frpm the charge of demagogism 
it now finds an occasion for the use of 
the expression. Having been plastered 
with the word for so long there must be 
quite a thrill in feeling that a just situ- 
ation has arisen to throw it back. 


To keep on the straight path here is the 


definition of a demagogue: 


"One who plays an insincere role in 
public life for the sake of gaining 
political influence or office; a poser in. 
politics, especially one who panders to 
popular prejudice or- seeks to inflame 
reasonless passions in the advancement 
of his personal interests." 
Reviewing Mr. Chappie's entire public 


career from any unprejudiced standpoint, 
the observer will be at a great loss to 
understand how the Stalwarts came to 
put him in nomination unless upon the 
theory that the only way to beat a dema- 
gogue like Mr. Elaine was to put up some- 
one to fight him on his own ground. This 
idea isn't very complimentary to the in- 
telligence of the people but we are look- 
ing for facts and not for the privilege of 
paying compliments. 


Whether or not Mr. Chappie is in fact 


a demagogue depends upon the sincerity 
with which he advances his opinions. If 
he realizes their absurdity he is a dema- 
gogue; if he doesn't realize their ab- 
surdity he is not fit to hold a high gov- 
ernmental position. 


During the primary the Post-Crescent 


found it impossible to sincerely say any- 
thing in favor of Mr. Chappie although 
its readers are familiar with the fact that 
it regarded Mr. Elaine as entirely out of 
his sphere when he entered the lists of 
statesmanship. 


Mr. Elaine, in our judgment, was a 


demagogue of the first water. 
He at- 


tempted to incite one class of 
people 


against another, selecting for his side, 
with the true courage of every dema- 
gogue, that class that has the most votes. 
Some demagogues are shrewd. Mr. Elaine 
was not even that. Kis feeble day was 
over as soon as a wind came up strong 
enough to blow away the fog that made 
his structure appear like a dazzling fairy 
palace instead of the white 
sepulchre 


which in fact it was. 
All Progressives 


cannot be blamed for Mr. Elaine. Many 
of the leading Progressives fought hard 
to keep him from a position of leadership, 
and because they knew that his mental 
attainments did riot make him equal to the 
task. 


We have heretofore noted and spoken 


of a marked tendency on Mr. Chappie's 
part to make mountains out of molehills. 
He has produced ideas of so fantastic a 
nature we did notp believe one would dare 
to submit them to an audience of people 
educated beyond the fourth grade. He 
has painted pictures of the wildest, most 
hectic colors, scenes born in nightmares. 
If the conclusions to which he comes from 
the evidence at hand are true then any- 
one of us can be convicted of murder if 
we happen to walk by a house which 
holds a corpse. 
If he became United 


States senator it might be a matter of 
interesting debate whether he or Mr. 
Blaine came nearest to being zero in 
•tateimanship. 


The great majority of our voters who 


do not b«come hurried or impatient in

•bout voting straitht ticket*. They are 
properly concerned about getting good 
material. They will appreciate, if they 
but consider the matter, that if they will 
elect capable men with honest American 
purposes they will get the best kind of 
government and it doesn't make all the 
difference in the world to what particular 
party those men happen to belong. 


It so happens that the 
Democratic 


nominee, Mr. Duffy, is the exact opposite 
of Mr. Chappie. He is cool where Chappie 
is hot-headed.

He is consider- 
ate, thoughtful and painstaking 
where 


Chappie is rash and impulsive. 


Mr. Duffy would adorn any legislative 


assembly. He will never bring shame to 
the state of Wisconsin. No one will ever 
think of classifying him with Pitchfork 
Tillman, Wildman Brookhart, Huey Long, 
Tom-Tom Heflin or any other flannel- 
mo7ith. He doesn't believe that a dog 
fight in legislative halls is an edifying 
spectacle.

rich in cholesterol. If you are sub- 
ject to chronic lowgrade cholecys- 
titis it will do you no harm to get 
your carbohydrates (starches 
or 


sugars) from other items than those 
named, and to play the role of Jack 
Spratt, that is, take the lean and 
give your other half the fat or the 
cream.

Madison — Wisconsin has waged 


war on diphtheria so successfully 
that the annual death rate has de- 
creased from 2,202 to 54, and a still 
further decrease is expected this 
year. 


Some forty years ago diphtheria 


was one of the most dreaded and 
fatal diseases of childhood. 
Few 


homes in which there were chil- 
dren were spared, and the mortal- 
ity was over fifty per cent. 
This is the gist of a statement is- 


sued by the educational committee 
of the State Medical Society in a 
bulletin issued today. The bulletin 
declares that there were 80 deaths 
from diphtheria in 1929; 79 in 1930, 
.and only 54 in 1931. This is one of 
the most successful campaigns that 
has been conducted against disease 
in Wisconsin. 


"Not until 1908 was the report- 
ing of siclmess and death placed on 
a basis 
sufficiently complete to 
warrant Wisconsin's admission in- 
to the federal registration 
area," 


declares the bulletin. "Such figures 
as are available, 
however, show 
clearly that until 
toxin-antitoxin 


came into use Wisconsin suffered 
bitterly from this scourge of child- 
hood. In 1880, for example, when 
oui popul'^ion was about half of 
what it is now, 1,410 diphtheria 
deaths were recorded. In 1881 i 


less than 2,202 deaths were re- 
corded, 


Death Rate Fell 


"With the discovery of toxin- 


antitoxin in 1913 the death rate 
from diphtheria promptly fell, but 
even today many unprotected chil- 
dren still suffer 
with diphtheria 
and every day some child is apt to 
die of it. If your children have not 
been given toxin-antitoxin, they 
may be among the victims. 
"Many thousands of fathers and 


mothers have made sure that their 
children- will never take diphthe- 
ria, by having this inexpensive 
treatment to insure that their chil- 
dren need never fear the disease. 
"Although fewer 
children 
are 


dying from diphtheria now than 
ever before, your child, if expos- 
ed to the disease, is in as much 
danger as he was before toxin-an- 
titoxin was discovered, unless you 
have given him this protection. 


"Most cases of diptheria occur in 
children under five years of age. 
If children reach school age before 
being immunized it should certain- 
ly be done at once before the child 
enters school. All parents are urg- 
ed by the State Board of Health to 
take advantage of this great life 
saving discovery and have their 
children immunized against diph- 
theria, thus protecting them from 
this disease throughout their child- 
hood. The parent who knows that 
his child need never have diphthe- 
ria and then fails to secure that 
protection is carrying a heavy re- 
sponsibility that few 
knowingly

American Poets 
There is always room for a new 
anthology of American verse, and 
"American Poet.;," edited by Mark 
Van Doren and covering the three 
centuries of our history, is a very 
acceptable volume. 


Mr. Van Doren has. not tried to 
compile a summary of all American 
poets, or a reference book in which 
you can find practically any Amer- 
ican verse you \rant to. Instead he 
has tried to present only the most 
significant and lasting of our poetry 
and while you may quarrel with 
some of his omissions—and some of 
his inclusions—the general level of 
the'book is remarkably high. 
But the great poets of earlier 


days aren't slighted. There is an ex- 
cellent . collection of Poe's -joems, 
and a very fine choice of Whitman, 
including "Out of the Cradle End- 
lessly Rocking" and "When Lilacs 
Last Round the Dooryard bloomed." 
Emerson is well represented, and to 
those of us who are familiar with 
Thoreau as a writer of prose there 
is a surprisingly good allotment of 
Thoreau's verse.' 


I could have stood more of Edna 
St. Vincent Millay than Mr. Van 
Doren has included, and more of 
Stephen. Vincent Benet. But in the 
main the book has been very well 
edited, and no lover of poetry will 
want to miss it.

It does'Something-when 
you. make it. So many toys won't do a thing no matter how- hard you 
try to make them say something or do something for -you. 
It is great fun to punch a key and see a letter- leap up on: the paper. 
It is a great discovery, this printing business.-First you make letters, 
lines and lines of them. Then you make words and one fine day. you 
write a story and read it to-your grandmother or aunt or your mother: 
if she is not too busy at the time. It must be read red hot if one is to 
get its true flavor.

Little children ought not to try to write with a pen'or a pencil. They 


can make marks and draw a little but writing a line'of a story is too 
much. Typing is no effort at alL It makes no demand upon the still 
undeveloped muscles of the hands.

Children who are compiling note books for school work enjoy using 
the typewriter. The notes are clearer, they look better, they are easier 
to use. A book full of scrawly writing is not .inviting. The eyes" are 
repelled.

Witches Need Special 


Make-Up for Halloween

. THE WITCH: Probably the most 
popular character for the Hallow- 
een -party is the witch. Before you 
attempt to become one, study pic- 
tures of the witch in story books 
or papers. Let us see what you 
are trying to effect. 
A hollow- 


eyed, sunken-cheeked, bewrinkled, 
emanciated 
and 
sallow-skinned 


hag. Not a -very nice creature but 
it's fun to be 'riot very nice' oc- 
casionally and-especially so when 
one is play-acting. 


If you are not (happily) natural- 


ly the possessor of, a hooked nose, 
you will want one. 
This can be 


effected with'putty. Now examine 
the picture again and you will 
notice that the witch usually has 
several teeth missing and often the 
few remaining ones have jagged 
edges. This effect is easily attained 
with back tooth enamel or black 
court plaster. Block out several 
teeth and apply the enamel or plas- 
ter in. triangles-to several others. 


Now the general 
effect. , The 


sallow skin will come to you in 
the form of grease paint and when 
purchasing it if you will stipulate 
what it is intended for you will get 
it in the right yellowish, sallow- 
looking color. Now you put in gray 
shadows around the eyes to give 
the hollow appearance. 
If 
you 
have a dull black or brown eye- 
shadow this will do the trick. Ap- 
ply a good deal under the eyes and 
less on the lid. Now use this same 
shadow cream instead of rouge on 
the cheeks, well under the cheek 
bone to give the sunken look, a 
little on the chin too and a little 
near the temples. It is important 


to blend the edges so that they are 
scarcely perceptible.

Put in wrinkles with the edge''of 
orange stick with shadow cream: 
Three lines at the edge of each eye 
will form a cro'w's. foot. Put'lines 
around mouth and several running 
down from the eyes to chin, • also 
little lines on neck and two "or 
three all-around ones. 


Wear mouse colored wig. 
If 


brows are darker, soap them out or 
use whitener to fade them—then 
match.them to the hair with mas- 
cara. Brush brows in opposite di- 
rection from that in which they 
grow to. give shaggy, unkept look. 
Powder face and neck with yel- 
lowish-brown powder. 
Go over 


veins with blue pencil to make 
them more prominent. . 


THE DEVIL: His

the sale of all merchandise except 
that sold for re-sale, in which case 
the tax is paid when ihe re-sale is 
made. The only exception is pro- 
duce sold by farmers direct to con- 
sumers, but farm produce 
sold 
through a middleman is not ex- 
empt. 


Who Is Consumer? 


The tax is added to the consum- 
er's price, either directly or indi- 
rectly, in most cases. A few' mer- 
chants have signified a willingness 
to "absorb" it. 


En?,%tment of the law has led. to 
several court cases to decide tech- 
nical questions of who constituted 
a consumer. Flour manufacturers 
filed the first protest, contending 
that flour sold to bakers should be 
exempt. They were upheld. 
Likewise, coffee sold to a hotel is 
not taxable, since the hotel re- 
sells the coffee as a beverage. But 
the sale of Coffee to a hospital is 
considered taxable because the hos- 
pital is not presumed to be in the 
business of selling coffee for bever- 
age purposes.

Cool Weather Sign for 


Bulb Planters to Work 


BY W. A. TAYLOR

The first frost of autumn is a 


fairly reliable and practical guide 
for the planting of the hardy spring 
and summer blooming bulbs. This 
applies particularly to such bulbs 
as tulip, hyacinth, crocus, and nar- 
cissus, which have been stored for 
the summer, 
Bulbs that have been left in the 
ground may be moved and divided 
whenever convenient and in the fall 
overhauling of the border, it is usu- 
ally most convenient to move these 
bulbs at the time the perennials are 
moved. 
Tulips and other bulbs stored 
over the summer should have time 
to develop feeding roots before the 
ground freezes but should not be 
planted so early as to encourage 
top growth, because the soil is like- 
ly to heave and injure the flower 
developing in the stalk. Bulbs that 
have summered in the soil are usu- 
ally well rooted and should be

handled with care to preserve is 
many as possible of the roots.

The beard- 
ed iris with its surface feeding 
roots is an exception. 


The bulbs, as a group, do best in 


soil that has an abundance of or- 
ganic fertilizing material. Cow ma- 
nure probably is best, but if this is 
not available well rotted compost, 
leafmold, or well rotted stable ma- 
nure will serve. 
Any fertilizer, 


however, 
should 
have 
passed 


through the stage of active decay 
and it should be worked into the 
soil below the level of the bottom 
of the bulbs, so that they will not 
be in contact with decaying mater- 
ial. A fairly firm but deeply spaded 
bed is desirable. Most bulbs require 
good drainage, and heavy clay soils 


will be improved by adding sand 
or coal ashes. 
To plant tulips in a bed for a 


massed display in spring it is im- 
portant to plant them at a uniform 
depth so they will be warmed 
equally by the spring sun and will^ 
blossom together. 


To prepare such a bed throw out 
the top six inches of soil 
Then 
spade the bed deep, working in 
plenty of fertilizer and sand or coal 
ashes. Water it thoroughly and let 
it settle for a few days. Then rake 
into the surface a liberal applica- 
tion, of bone meal—two good hand- 
fuls to the square yard. Rake the 
surface smooth. 
Set the bulbs in 
place and cover carefully with the 
top soil. 


When the ground freezes apply 
a light mulch of leaves or straw, 
not to prevent freezing but to check 
alternate freezing and thawing, re- 
moving it gradually in the spring 
as soon as hard freezing weather 
ends. 


Tulips treated in this way should 


do their best and as the result of 
his work the gardener can antici- 
pate a second dividend in abundant 
growth of the annuals or perennials 
which may be seeded or planted in 
such a bed after the tulips have 
been removed next spring.

Eclipse Offers 
Data on How Sun 
Affects Radio 


Change in Behavior of 


Waves Discovered 


By Scientists 


BY- F. B. COLTON 


(Associated Press Science Writer) 


New York—PR—New evidence of 


how the sun and its radiation af- 
fect radio transmission is one piece 
of scientific knowledge that was 
gamed from scientists' observations 
during the eclipse. 
They found that during the dark- 


ness of the eclipse, just as during 
ordinary night, there is a sudden 
change in behavior of radio waves. 
Apparently the shutting off of the 
sun's light and radiation causes this 
effect. 
The change in behavior is attri- 


buted to the change in height of the 
Kennelly-Heaviside layer, a region 
of electrically-charged 
air 
high 


above the surface that 
"reflects" 
radio waves coming from the earth. 
At night the layer moves up to a 
far greater height than during the 
day, and the same thing happened 
during the eclipse, indicating that 
the shutting"-off of the sun's light 
probably causes the change in 
height. Actually the layer is never 
still, but is constantly billowing up 
and down. It may come as low as 
60 miles above the earth or go as 
high as 400 or more. 
When the layer is high, at night, 


broadcasting conditions at least on 
some wavelengths appear to be bet- 
ter than during the day. Some sci- 
entists 'attribute this difference to. 
the changing height of the layer. 
Others believe it may be because 
rays from the sun absorb some ra- 


dio waves in the daytime, while 
this "obstruction" is absent at night. 
Radiation from somewhere 
In 
space, perhaps from the sun, Is be- 
lieved, to. produce the Kennelly- 
Heaviside layer. 
The radiation 
knocks off electrons from atoms of 
air in the earth's "upper atmosphere. 
These mutilated atoms, known as 
ions, become good conductors of 
electricity.

Board Guarded 
Against "Leaks* 


Even Windows of Quarterr 


Are Locked Fast 


With Seal 


Washington —(IP)— No hermit is 


more completely isolated from the 
outside world than the crop report- 
ing board in its new quarters at the 
United States department of ag- 
riculture. 
More elaborate precautions than 


ever before have been taken in the 
new quarters to prevent 
advance 


"leaks" on the contents of the crop 
reports from reaching outside spec- 
ulators prematurely. 


The shutters on the windows of 


the board room are drawn, locked 
down and sealed. The door at each 
end of the corridor is locked, with 
art armed guard placed outside. 


Seasonal reports on crops are re- 


leased by the department of agri- 
culture, based on reports from the 
states. The state reports are sent 
in under seal to the secretary 
o£ 


agriculture, who has them locked 
up in a metal box with two sepa- 
rate locks, one of which can be 
opened only by himself or his as- 
sistant, and the other by the chair- 
man of the crop reporting board. 


On the day set for the report the 


chairman, 
accompanied 
by 
an 


armed guard, collects the state re- 
ports from the strong box and takes 
them to the board room where the 
members, crop specialists and sta- 
tisticians have assembled. The win- 
dows then are sealed and the cor- 
ridor barred. 
As soon as the report is com- 


pleted it is signed by the secretary 
of agriculture and brought out, 
under guard, to a room where re- 
porters are waiting. At a given sig- 
nal they receive copies, and the re- 
ports are flashed to the world by 
telephone, telegraph or messenger.

of the rioters, arresting only 14 per- 
sons during the whole disturbance. 


The police charged the worst ol 


the outbreak to London toughs, 
hereditary enemies of the bobbies. 
These men, the authorities said, are 
always ready to take advantage ot 
every opportunity to make trouble. 


The police cited the fact that very 


few of the injured were the hunger 
marchers that had been converging 
on the capital from all sections of 
the nation for weeks.
